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In all tl«e States except Michigan 
Presidential electors will be chosen 
by the State at large, on the 8th day 
of next November, fa Michigan two 
electors will be chosen by the State 
at large, and ten by Congressional 
districts.

Using Disinfectants. 

Any -nlistauec that gives off gas- 
ih matter for several days is unsuit- 
able for use In tho poultry house as » 
disinfectant. For this reason chloride 
of lime is not recommended, as the 
dilorinc gas which it gives oil for 
piite awhile is injurious to tho hens. 
The best way to disinfect is by the 
burning of sulphur, as has been sug- 
gested before, or by the use of some 
lolution. A 8 per cent, solution of 
mrbolic acid sprayed over every por- 
tion of the poultry house once a week 
is one of the best and cheapest modes 
of disinfecting, and tho method is 
harmless to the fowls.— Ex.

from the center of each ball. 

When this has been done the per- 
fect spheres of celluloid are ready to 
be dyed in various colors. For this 
purpose they arc dipped and allowed 
to remain for some time in pots con- 
taining tho dyes, those parts which 
not desired to be colored being 
protected by means of 1 it t lo cups of 
brass ingeniously fastened upon the 
balls. In tho plain balls of red, blue, 
green, purple and yellow only the 
round spot where the number is to 
go needs to be covered, but in 
treatment ot the striped balls the 
matter is not so easy. 

"After they have been tlshed out ot 
the pots the dyed balls arc put on a 
lathe and made to revolve rapidly, 
while line sandpaper is delicately 
plied, so as to smooth their surfaces. 
Then a keen knife, manipulated by 
hand, removes from them the thin- 
nest conceivable shaving all over, 
which does not take off the color, be- 
cause the dyes penetrates to a little 
depth, finally, sandpaper is again 
applied and the balls are ready for 
the last process to which they must be 
subjected. 

"This last process is the varnishing. 
They are placed for this purpose in 
little wire cups, which come into con- 
tact with them at. as few points as 
|K>ssible, and a transparent layer is be- 
stowed upon them by hand with a 
brush. As soon as they are dry they 
are ready to be packed and sent lo 
the retailer. When they arc newly 
finished, as you can see for yourself, 
they are quite as pretty to look at as 
any ivory pool ball that were evet
